THE 
PREFACE 


rer H E reigning Vices of this Age, 
make it the Duty of all eſe 
a 4 who have any Zeal towards 
& God, or any Concern for the 
Welfare of Men's Souls, to caſt 
about, confider, and make uſe of any Me- 
thods they can, to put a Stop to that Deluge 
of Impiety which overflows almoſt this 
whole Nation. Many are the Expedients 
which Men of true Piety have tried for this 
Purpoſe, and notwithſtanding the juſtice of 
this Complaint, that Iniquity does much 
very much abound, yet it muſt be confeſſed 
that no Country in the World does abound 
with more, or more uſeful Means of effett- 
ing a Reformation ban our own. 


Among ſt others, that way of applying 
to Men according to their, particular Sta- 
tions and Circumſtances in the World, is 
undoubtedly a very proper one; io ſhew 
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them what they can do, and what they 
ought to do in their ſeveral Capacities ; 
the peculiar Vices to which they are liable, 
and the Methods which they may take 
to fignalize themſelves in the Cauſe of God 
and Religion; lo point out to them the 
Duties they are leaſt likely to obſerve, and 
thoſe which they are beſt able to perform : 
In fhort, to direct them bow to behave 
themſelves like zealous Chriſtians, accord- 
ing to the Abilities and Opportunities that 
are given them ;, muſt be allowed to be 
as promiſing a Metbod as any 10 advance 
Piety, and to ſuppreſs the Fe Ini- 
guities of tbe Age. 


For this Purpoſe we have had The Sol- 
dier's and The Seaman's Monitor“; 
with many other Trafts of the like Na- 
ture; wherein the pious Authors purſue 
the great Buſineſs of Religion in general, 
by ſuch particular Cautions as ſuit the 
Circumſtances of the Perſons whom they 
_ apply to. It is after tbe ſame manner 
tbat I propoſe ſome Advantage from the fol. 
lowing Treatiſe. Thoſe who Keep Hes! of 
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Both * for John Rivington, and di. 
peiſed by the Soc Ev for promoting Chriſtian 
Knowledge, 


Re- 
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as effectual a way as any to prevent the til 
Conſequences thereof, would be to ſuppreſs 
many of the Houſes, thoſe that are diſor- 
derly and ihoſe that are uſeleſs. 
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Refreſhment or Entertainment, have un- 
dowbiedly Duties ariſing from their pecu- 
har Buſineſs or Employment : They are ex- 
poſed ts Temptations which are not equally 
common to all Men; ard they have ſome 
ſpecial Opportunities of ſhewing themſelves 
zealous for the Lord of Hoſts: and 1 am 
therefore in bopes that a Tratt of this kind, 
being either purchaſed by themſelves, or 
put into their Hands by ſome well-diſpoſed 
Neighbour, may be ſerviceable both to them- 
ſelves and others ; may convince them that 
their Employment does not neceſſarily and 
unavoidably lead to Wickedneſs ;, but that 
they may, even in ſo dangerous a Calling, 
acquit themſelves like honeſt Men and good 
Chriſtians, who prefer not either their 
Intereſt or their Pleaſure io thoſe Duties . 
which they owe lo God and to their Neigh-

J am ſenſible, and ſo muſt every one be 
that makes the leaſt Obſervation, that there 
are too many of theſe Houſes which enjoy a 
legal Allowance in this Nation ; and that 
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The following Sheets are intended (may 
| it pleaſe Cod to give them the deſired Suc- 
| ceſs) to apply a ſpiritual Remedy to thoſe 
; Evils, which might probably be ſomewhat 
| amended by a diligent Application of legal 
| ones : to excile thoſe likewiſe who are in-

which was publiſhed ſeveral 
Years ago, and diſperſed in 
many Parts of the Kingdom, with ſuch 
a general Approbation, that a new Edi- 
tion is now printed off, for the ſame pur- 
poſe as before; I procured a large Num- 
ber, with Intent to preſent One to each of 
you without Exception, that none might 
think themſelves particularly pointed-at 
by me, but that the moſt guilty of the 
Diforders here condemned, may them- 
ſelves make the Application, by the faith- 
ful Remonſtrances of their own Con- 
ſciences, and immediately reform what is 
4. 3 amiſs, 
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amiſs, before they be hardned through the 
Deceirfulneſs of Sin *. It will take you up 
very little Time'in reading : Let me beg 
you would all peruſe it with the utmoſt 
Seriouſneſs and Attention, at ſome Hour 
of greateſt Leiſure, and Retirement from 
the Hurry of Buſineſs and Company, and 
moſt convenient for thinking about Con- 
cerns of the higheſt Importance. 
. You may eaſily ſee | can have no ſelf- 
N Intereſt in view. It is your Good, your 
| eternal Intereſt I aim at; and that not of 
you alone, but of the Pariſh in general 
committed to my Paftoral Care; by 
- whigh- it becomes my ſpecial Duty to 
endeavour to prevent Vice and Immo- 
rahtyz,. and promote Sobriety and Order

Public Houſes, though very uſeful, 
when no more in Number than neceſſary, 
and well managed, yet, when made ſub- 
ſervient to Idleneſs, Drunkenneſs, Pro- 

- fanation of the Loxo's Day, Lewdnels, 
and Debauchery, or any Vice and-Im- 
morality, may in ſuch Caſe be called 
poiſonous Sinks of Iniquity, of fatal 
Conſequence, to the great Annoyance of 
the Neighbourhood, the Corruption of 
Morals, the Waſte of Subſtance, the 
Deſtruction

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Deſtruction of the Body, and the eternal 
Ruin of the Soul. | 
IJ aſſure you, I do not make this Ap- 
plication to you as a matter of Form 
only, but in good Earneſt, from a full 
Perſuaſion of an approaching State of 
eternal Rewards and Puniſhments in ano- 
ther Life, when all who have lived and 
died in wilful Rebellion againſt the great 
Governor of the whole World, will feel 
his heavy Indignation and Wrath againſt 
the Workers of Iniquity; the Weight 
of which will be proportioned to the 
different · Degrees of Guilt; when they 
who are Partakers of other Mens Sins , 
wilt find their Puniſhment greatly in- 
creaſed by thoſe Vices which they have 
promoted and encouraged. Gop grant 
this may not be the dreadful Caſe of any 
of you: To prevent it, with his Blefling, 
is the Defign of this Addreſs, and little 
Preſent annexed; to prevent it, Iſay, in 
you all, if my Succeſs be equal to my 
Wiſhes: But ſome perhaps will throw the 
whole aſide, others read and think no 
more of the Matter, and ſome poſſibly 
mock at and deſpiſe all Counſel and Ad- 
vice: Let even as to theſe, I ſhall have 
che Satisfaction of having done my 2 6 
ang:

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and delivered my own Soul from the 
Guilt of not giving Warning to the 
Wicked to turn from his evil Way *, 
| But I flatter myſelf, this will not be 1 
my only Satisfaction, but that I ſhall 
have a great additional Pleaſure in ob- a 
n

ſerving the happy Succeſs of my Endea- 
vours for your real Good ; and I am the 
more encouraged to entertain ſome agree- 
able Expectations of this kind, as I am 
willing to believe, few or none of you are 
yet given up to a reprobate Mind. Since 
the juſt Suppreſſion of a late diſorderly 
Public-Houſe of ill Fame, by a Refuſal 
to renew the Licenſe, I hope no licenſed 
Public- Houſekeeper in this Pariſh is ſo 
daringly and enormouſly wicked, and ſo 
hardned in Vice, ſo void of all Fear of | 
Gop, or Senſe of Shame, as to make | 
his Houſe a Receptacle for lewd Women, 
and a Place of Reſort for the Purpoſes of 
Debauchery ; to lay Snares for unguarded 
Youth, being a Factor and Agent for the 
Devil, aſſiſting him in ſpreading Ruin and 
Deſtruction to Soul and Body. 

The Repentance and Reformation of 
ſuch I ſhould heartily wiſh for, but little 
expect. But as a friendly Caution againſt 
theſe horrible Abominations, before ſuch 

heinous

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heinous Guilt has hardned the Heart, is 
more likely to be of Service, than after 
a Habit of it has ſeared the Conſcience ; 
for Fear leſt the imaginary Gains of 
Wickedneſs ſhould ever hereafter tempt 
any of you, either directly or by Con- 
nivance, to give way to the Commiſſion 
of any Acts of Lewdneſs and Debauchery 
in their Houſe, or to ſupport and en- 
courage the ſame, in any other more pri- 
vate lurking Places uſed for that execrable 
Purpoſe, (which now too ſcandalouſly 
abound) give me Leave to add a friendly 
Warning, concerning the dreadful State 
of all thoſe who make it their Trade and 
Buſineſs to promote Whoredom, and 
corrupt the Morals of Youth : 

Such are at preſent in the moſt ſure 
Way to everlaſting Damnation, which 
will certainly be their Lot, if they con- 
tinue in the ſame Courſe; and every 
Time they promote and encourage De- 
bauchery in their Houſes, they are in- 
creaſing and adding to their terrible Pu- 
niſhment : and they may expect, in the 
World to come, with aſtoniſhing Horror 
and Amazement, to meet thoſe unhappy 
Wretches, whoſe Ruin they have occa- 
ſioned, loading them with Curſes and 

. Imprecations, 
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Imprecations, for being acceſſary to their 
dreadful Miſery. | 

However common the Sin of Whore- 

dom may be grown, or however made 

| light of, the great Gop has plainly for- 
bidden it in holy Scripture, on Pain of 

Damnation ; nor will Multitudes be any 

Screen againſt his juſt Sentence, The 

Threatnings of Gop are plain; 1 Cor. vi. 
, 10. Neither Fornicators, nor Adulterers, 

hall inherit the Kingdom of Ged. Epheſ. 

v. 5, 6, 7. This ye know, that noWhore- 

monger, nor unclean Perſon, hath any In- 

beritance in the Kingdom of Chriſt and of 

God, Let no Man deceive you with vain 

Words, for becauſe of theſe Things cometh 

the Wrath of God upon the Children of 

Diſobedience, Be not ye therefore Par- 

takers with them, Heb. xiti. 4. Mar- 

riage is honourable in all, and the Bed un- 
defiled ; but Whoremongers and Adulterers 

God will judge. | 
At that dreadful Judgment, where 

ſhall they appear, who have not only 
themſelves broken Gop's Command, and 
ſlighted thefe his Threatnings, but en- 
couraged Others to do the ſame, and even: 
made a Trade of ruining Souls?

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As to thoſe unthinking young Crea- 
tures of either Sex, who are, by the 
Arts and Stratagems of ſuch infamous 
Wretches, inticed into theſe Houſes of 
Lewdneſs, whether public or private, 
and led into the Snare of the Devil, Gon 
grant they may ſpeedily ſee their Folly, 
Guilt and Danger, before they are hard- 
ned in Sin, that they may become true 
Penitents, forſake their wicked Courſes, 
which lead to Deſtruction of Soul and 
Body, and ſhew the Truth of their Re- 
pentance and Converſion by a new Life; 
that they may be delivered from the Wrath 
!o come, and receive Pardon and Happi- 
neſs through JEsus CHRIST. 

As to ſuch as are given over to a re- 
probate Mind, with a Conſcience ſeared 
as it were milb an bot Iron“, ſo as to be 
perfectly deaf to all Counſel, making it 
their Buſineſs to promote this Vice, hav- 
ing no Regard for Gop or their Souls, 


obſtinately reſolved to go on in their 


Wickedneſs, I wiſh they may be reſtrained: 
by the Fear of Man, and the Execution 
of the Laws. I hope no Licenſe will be 
continued to any Houſe that may ever 
hereafter diſgrace your Profeſſion by this

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infamous Traffick. And in order the 


more effectually to prevent not only this, 


but other Diforders, I would have it 
earneſtly preſſed upon the Conſciences of 
all Perſons concerned, that no Man may 
ever be prevailed upon for private Gain, 
or for Fear or Favour, to ſign a Certifi- 
cate, in order to obtain a Licenſe for any 
Perſon whatſoever, without good Grounds 
to believe the real Truth of what he ſets 
his Hand to; namely, that the Perſon 
therein mentioned is of good Fame, and 


of ſober Life and Converſation; leſt he 


thereby not only become guilty of a 
groſs Falſhood ſolemnly atteſted, but be 


2 Partaker of all thoſe Sins which may be 
hereby occaſioned. And I believe ſuch 


of you, as love Regularity and good 
Order in your own Houſes, will be glad 
to ſee Care is taken to have the ſame kept 
up in all others, which will both add 
Credit to your Buſineſs, and, by a Union 


amongſt yourſelves in the ſame good 


Rules, make the Obſervation of them 
the eaſier to each Individual. 

I ſhall add no more to this well in- 
tended Addreſs, but my hearty Petitions 
to Gop, that you may lay up what you 


read in your Hearts, and proce it in 


your 
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your Lives; that by your own 
Examples, and a regular Conduct and 
Management in your ſeveral Families, 
you may do your Parts towards retrieving 
the Reputation of your Profeſſion ; that 
Diſorders of all Kinds may be baniſhed 
from-among you; that your honeſt Gains 
may be attended with ſuch a Bleſſing, as 
will either increaſe your earthly Stores, or 
however, make a /tle with Righteouſneſs ® 
infinitely preferable to the largeſt Wages | 
of Iniquity; that you may at laſt die in 
Peace with a good Conſcience, and be 
happy and bleſſed for ever: which: is the

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Ar 
Of the Deſign and Uſefulneſs of 
PUBLIC HOUSES. 


SECTION I. 


rr T is not my Deſign, nor 
would it, I imagine, be of 

t any great Uſe and Advan- 
tage, toinquire into the Ori- 

l ginal of the ſeveral Houſes 
of this kind either in our own or other 
Nations; my Buſineſs is rather to con- 
lider them as they ſtand at preſent, and 
to judge of the Reaſons for which they 


Were 
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were at firſt thought neceſſary, by the 
good Uſes to which they may and ought 
to be applied; and theſe, I conceive, 
lie within a narrow Compaſs, being only 
thoſe that follow. 


SecrT. II. The firſt Uſe of Public 
Houſes is, to refreſh hungry or weary 
Travellers; to receive thoſe whoſe Time 
and Strength permits them not to go 
farther; and to furniſh them with ſuch 
Lodging and Provifion, that being re- 
cruited they may be the better able to 
proceed in their Journey. And ſuch 
convenient refreſhing Places are of ſo 
great uſe to the Generality of Mankind, 
(whoſe neceſſary Affairs do. ſometimes 
require them to travel ſo far as not to be 
able to reach their own Homes again 
without the Help of them) that thoſe 
are to be eſteemed the happieſt Coun- 
tries where ſuch Houſes are placed at 
proper Diſtances; and where they are 
not ſo, but are too far aſunder, Travel- 
lers know by woful Experience the 
many Evils that are the Conſequences 
thereof. | 

But it muſt be confeſſed, that here in 
England we are apt to err on the other 

hand; inſtead of there being too — 
| tnere 


there are upon moſt Roads abundantly 
too many Houſes of Reception; ſo 
many, that they not only deſtroy one 
another*s lawful and honeſt Maintenance, 


but lie like ſo many Snares in the way 


of Travellers. There are but few Parts 
of this Kingdom, if any, where Mar- 
ket Towns are not near enough toge- 
ther to ſerve all the Ends and Purpoſes 
of Public Houſes; and I may ſay, there 
are but few, if any Market Towns, 
which are not greatly overſtocked with 
them. However, as to the Uſefulneſs of 
them in general, let it ſuffice to obſerve, 
that where they ſtand conveniently 
ſituated, and are well managed, they 
are undoubtedly a very great Advantage 
to a Nation. 

Ia Houſes of this Character, a Man 
may :always imagine himſelf to be ar 
home, though he be really never ſo far 


from it; and where the Maſter of an 


Inn looks upon all the Gueſts that are 
under his Roof, as being, for the Time 
they are there, his own Family, and be- 
haves towards them as ſuch, which he 
ought to do; the Gueſts undoubtedly 


will in return have an equal Regard for 
him, and look upon him as being the 


_ Maſter 
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Maſter of a Family of which at preſent 
they are a Part : So that with theſe No- 
tions nothing leſs can be expected, than 
that both Parties ſhould be eaſy and 
happy whilſt they are together, through 
the civil Deportment of the one, and 
the tender Care and affectionate Uſage 
of the other. 


Sgr. III. Another Uſe of Public 
Houſes is, to receive and provide for 
thoſe who live in the ſame Place, and 
who are not Houſekeepers themſelves, 
Thus ſome who are Sojourners, Jour- 
neymen or Servants, find it a great Con- 
veniency to repair to fuch Houſes for 
their -conſtant Meals; and the Law al- 
lows them to do ſo, provided they ſtay 
not too long, nor take Occaſion, upon 
a Pretence of ſupplying their Neceflities, 


ceſs. 


Sect. IV. Public Houſes do indeed 
ſerve other Ends and Purpoſes beſides 
thoſe already mentioned, which I will 
not ſay might be as well anſwered with- 
out them; but I imagine they are all, 
or moſt of them, reducible to thoſe 

| above; 


to ſpend their Time in Idleneſs or Ex- 
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above z whether they be to receive Per- 
ſons who meet together upon making 
Contracts or Bargains in the way of 
Commerce, and whether this be done at 
common and ordinary Times, or at the 
more public and ſtated Seaſons of Fairs 
and Markets; or laſtly, whether the 
public Buſineſs of the Nation, or the 
more private Affairs of Lordſhips, Pa- 
riſhes, &c. do require the meeting toge- 
cher of many Perſons; fo that the moſt 
1 convenient Places for theſe are generally 


eſteemed ſuch Houſes as I am treating 

of, However, this may be affirmed of 
- them all in general, that the Deſign of 
r them is to be uſeful; and that their 
- Uſefulneſs conſiſts in their being duly 
y Ind regularly kept, according to the ſe- 
n Nreral Laws of the Nation provided for 
;, chat Purpoſe, and founded upon the 
Neceſſities and Conveniencies of the 
People. How this may be effected is 
the Subject of the Second Part, and the 
principal Aim of this whole Tract; to 
vhich I ſhall therefore now proceed.

of any pious Chriſtian, and make him 5 
even dread the Judgments of God a what 
continually ready to Fall upon a Nation be ſa] 
wherein ſuch open and bare-faced Wick 
edneſs is daily committed with Impu 
nity. It is very certain, that were then 


a truly religious Zeal implanted in th 
Heart 
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Hearts of thoſe who keep Public Houſes, 
a great deal of this Iniquity might be 


prevented: And though it cannot be 


expected that any Methods that human 
Wit can think of, or human Power exe- 
cute, will reform them all; yet if ſome 
of them were ſenſible of and would ad- 
here to their Duty, there would be the 
fewer Receptacles of the Vicious, the 
r Diſorderly and Profligate; thoſe that 
. ſhould remain would be the more eaſily 
te diſtinguiſhed, might be the better mark- 


IId out from the reſt, and fo fall under

«| Sgr. II. But notwithſtanding the 
ect Succeſs of this Attempt is very doubt- 


ichlful, 1 ſhall endeavour to lay down ſome 


ed, Rules of Conduct for the Maſters and 
ons Miſtreſſes of Public Houſes, both with 
eartltegard to their Gueſts and to themſelves, 
both indeed muſt of neceſſity be ſome- 
what concerned in them all: But for 
he ſake of Method I ſhall make a Diſ-

ith thoſe Things which chiefly concern

Ster. III. And here, in the firſt Place, 
I muſt in a moſt earneſt manner recom- 
mend Sobriety to all ſuch Perſons, not 
only as it is a Duty incumbent on all 
' Chriſtians, but as they more particularly 
are incompaſſed with perpetual Temp- 
tations to the Vice of Intemperance.— 
The free and unreſtrained Command of 
Liguors which they have, the lefs Ex- 
pence which they are at for them, even 
when they drink at their own Coſt, the 
continual Solicitations or Offers of their 
Gueſts, and the drinking ſo often at the 
Charge of others; ſame or all of theſe 
are apt to induce them to go beyond a 
proper Meaſure, and to exceed theRules 
of Sobriety. 5 

Should I here urge their own tem- 
poral Advantages as an Inducement to 
keep themſelves and their Families in 
conſtant and regular Order, ſober and 
remperate, this- might poſſibly be an 
Argument which, to thoſe who think 
they promote their own Trade by drink- 
ing with every one that comes, would 

rove in vain; but I am ſure it were 


caſy to demonſtrate that in any Tradeſp 
| or 
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or Buſineſs, particularly in that which 
I am ſpeaking of, a continued Courſe 
of Regularity and Sobriety, tends much 
more to the carrying on their Buſineſs 


with Profit and Advantage, than Riot- 


ing and Drunkenneſs can do. This 
however may be juſtly here obſerved, 
that Men who are habitually addicted 
and diſpoſed to Intemperance, if they 
have any regard to the Health of their 
Bodies or the Welfare of their Souls, 
ſhould not put themſelves into this 
public Imployment, as it is too uſual 
for ſuch Perſons to do; when they have 
ſo miſ ſpent their Time in Idleneſs and 
Extravagance, that their proper Callings 
in which they were bred up fail to yield 
them a Support and Maintenance, this 
is their laſt Shift. If they can get into 
a Public Houſe, they expect Encou-

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Public Houſes, is Chaſtity. This they 
ſhould have a ſtrict regard to, not only 
in themſelves, but their whole Family 
alſo; fo that whoever repairs to their 
Houſes with any other View, or by be- 
ing there diſordered with Liquor is 
prompted to purſue his Luſts, may 
find himſelf diſappointed, and may be 
either brought to Puniſhment, or receive 
ſuch ſharp and ſerious Rebukes, as to 
be diſcouraged from attempting the ſame 
for the future. | 

Looſe and diſorderly People generally 
depend upon meeting with thoſe in Pub- 
lic Houſes who will anſwer their wicked 
Ends, and comply with their Solicita- 
tions. And even when they do not fre- 
quent them for that Purpoſe, this often 

roves the Conſequence of their Con- 
verſation : So that the Maſters and Miſ- 
treſſes of ſuch Houſes ſhould ſer a dou- 
ble Guard upon themſelves. and their 
Families; they ſhould take more than 
ordinary Pains to inſtruct their Children, 
and to arm them with a religious Prin- 
ciple to love Modeſty, and with all 
Chriftian Arguments to defend it : anc 
they ſhould uſe a more than ordinar 
Caution in inquiring into the chaſt 


Diſpoſition and virtuous Behaviour 0 
tho! 
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thoſe whom they take into their Ser- 
vice; as they ſhould likewiſe immedi- 
ately diſcharge them whom they per- 
ceive to be otherwiſe diſpoſed. Thus 
far they are obliged, in order to prevent 
and diſcourage Vice, in proportion to 
the Power and Opportunity which they 
have in their Station, And if 'for the 
ſake of promoting their Trade they act 
otherwiſe, let them conſider ſeriouſly 
whoſe Trade they are carrying on, that 
they are but Aſſiſtants to the Devil, and 
Factors for the Kingdom of Darkneſs 
that they advance their own worldly 
Gains at the Loſs of their eternal Hap- 
pineſs; and that they live by ſuch a 
wretched Support and Maintenance as 
the Devils themſelves delight in, the 
Deſtruction of Mens Souls. 


SET. V. One Thing more, which 
may indeed be applied to moſt other Pro- 
feſſions and Callings, but, as it is gene- 
rally imagined, in a particular manner 
to thoſe in Public Houſes, is to recom- 
mend what the World commonly calls 
by the Name of Honeſty ; that is, letting 
thoſe, who pay for them, have Goods, 
both in quantity- and quality, according 
to the Value of their Money and their 

N 'B 3 juſt 
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juſt Expectations. To enquire into the 
many Knaveries that are committed in 
any Trade would be a tedious Taſk, and 
1s not my preſent Purpoſe. Innkeepers, 
 Victuallers, Sc. know well enough what 
is required of them under the Title of 
Honeſty; only I muſt by the way ob- 
ſerve, that they cannot well be too often 
reminded of it, They are not ignorant 
that /e ſcant Meaſure is abominable, and 
yet it is to be found in moſt of their 
Houſes ; that if they charge their Gueſts 
with more than they have really had, it 
is no other than downright Robbery ; 
nay, that even if they demand exorbi- 
tant Gains, it is Extortion. They know 
well enough, though they are too often 
blind as to the Wickedneſs of it, that 
the putting any Gueſt into a damp Bed 
or Sheets, which has coſt many a one 
lis Life, is a degree of Murder; and it 
is impoſſible, one would imagine, but 
they muſt be ſenſible that the defraud- 
ing a Man's Beaſt of his appointed Pro- 
vender, is a great piece of Injuſtice to 
the Maſter, as well as Cruelty to his 
Beaſt. : 
Theſe are ſuch heavy Articles of Diſ- 
honeſty, as the Public Houſekeeper who 


deſires to maintain a tolerable Reputa- 
tion 
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tion in the World, and to go out of. it 
with any Peace of Conſcience, will ne- 
ver ſuffer to be laid againſt him, It is 
not his being in a Station which gives 
him ſuch continual Opportunities of 
cheating and cozening, nor its being the 
Practice of ſo many in the ſame Call- 
ing, that will in the leaſt excuſe him; 
for in proportion to the Temptations 
he meets with to corrupt his Integrity, 
he ſhould arm himſelf with Reſolution 
to Bold it faſt, and not let it go: And 
the more difficult it is for him to gain 
the Victory over the World and the 


Devil, the more glorious and joyful will 


it be to him when it is obtained, 

And here I cannot but take notice of 
one Thing, which may poſſibly by fool- 
iſh and inconſiderate Men be urged as 
an Excuſe for abundance of that Injuſ- 
tice which they are guilty of; and that 
is, the high Rents to which Public 
Houſes are generally advanced, ſo as 
very often to exceed double the Rents 
of private ones of the ſame real Good- 
neſs. Tais tempts the Landlords of 
Houſes to let them for that Purpoſe ; 
and this tempts the Tenants, by ſome 

B 4 Means 
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Means or other, to make more than 
ordinary Gains upon their Gueſts. But 
ſurely neither of them conſider what 
they are about, how they jointly con- 
ipire to carry on a Trade of Iniquity, 
and are Partakers of each other's Sins, 
He that lets his Houſe for a public one 
only becauſe he can thereby advance his 
Rent, is not aware how deeply he is 


concerned in all the Wickedneſs that is 


conſequent thereupon: And he. who 
gives above the juſt Value of a Houſe 
upon the {ame Account, does not re- 
gard how many Tricks and Frauds, 
what Impoſitions and Extortions, what 
Allowance of Wickedneſs and Debauch- 
ery, what a continued Scene of Iniquity, 
in ſhorr, he will be tempted to go thro”, 
in order to diſcharge ſo heavy a Burden 
of Expences, and yet in a tolerable 
manner to maintain himſelf and his 
Family. 


Sxcr. VI. Thus far I have conſider- 
ed thoſe Things which chiefly regard the 
Perſons who keep Public Houſes ; that 
is, the Things which, as to their Con- 
duct and Management, do principally 
concern themſelves: What does in an 
eſpecial 


6’‚»»»»»„ 9 
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eſpecial manner relate to their Gueſts 
comes now to be conſidered, 
And here, in the firſt Place, it is a 
very neceſſary Caution, that they ob- 
ſerve the proper and ſeaſonable Times 
of receiving and entertaining Gueſts in 
their Houſes, And yet, were we to 
look into many -of them, -we ſhould, I 
fear, perceive not only the natural Dif- 
ference betwixt Day and Night to be 
almoſt loſt, but that religious Diſtinction 
alſo between facred and common Times 
to beentirely laid aſide and diſregarded 
amongſt them. A benighted Traveller 
may indeed ſometimes ſtand-in need of 
Reception at an improper Seaſon ;z and 
ſome there are who muſt have both their 
Lodging and Proviſion in Public Hou- 
ſes, even upon the Lord's Day, to pre- 
vent their profaning it : But alas! this. 
will not excuſe any Man for entertaining 
thoſe idle and looſe Companies that 
come to them on purpoſe for midnight 
Revels and Debauches; nor thoſe Con- 
temners of the Lord's Day, who make 
it their Choice to ſpend the Whole or a 
great Part thereof in Public Houſes.— 
Should we, as I before obſerved, look. 
into many of thoſe Places, and that even 
in the Time of divine Service, we ſhould 
. 3 5 k have: 
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have but little Reaſon to think it was 
the Lord's Day; but ſhould rather be 
inclined, on the contrary, to believe the 
Day to be appropriated to the Devil's 
Service, by finding ſuch numbers who 
make no other ufe of it. And I am 
forry to fay whoſe Agents they muſt be 
accounted, who keep their Doors open 
at the fame Time with thoſe of the 
Church; or who, if they do ſhut them, 
do it only to hide and conceal thoſe who 
ought to be elſewhere and betrer em- 
ployed. 


Ster. VII. But a ſecond Particular 
which reſpects the Gueſts is, that the 
Public-Houſekeeper ſhould induſtriouſ- 
ly avoid and decline every thing that may 
promote and encourage Profuſeneſs and 
Intemperance in them. 
The World is indeed ſufficiently in- 
clined to Senſuality of all ſorts, and mul- 
titudes do frequent Public Houſes eſpe- 
cially, with a previous Purpoſe and De- 
ſign of committing Exceſs. But even 
thoſe who deſign it not, are often betray- 
ed into it, by the Arts and Contrivances 
of them who are to be Gainers by it, 
by drawing them on from one Quantity

to another, by helping them to Com-

ces 
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panions that will ſet forward Intempe- 
rance, or by doing it them ſelves; but 
eſpecially by giving Credit to thoſe of 
the meaner ſort, who muſt otherwiſe be 
ſober through Neceſſity. 

It is ſurpriſing to obſerve what Scores 
a Sot ſhall be allowed to contract at 
ſome Public Houſes .for Liquor, who 
would not be truſted for half the Sum 
by any of his Neighbours to provide 
Bread for his Family; one, who thys 
reduces them to Begging, Stealing, or 
Periſhing, whilſt he riotouſly* conſumes 
what might preſerve them from all; 
but this he finds Means to do through 
the Encouragement of thoſe who have 
fo little Love for their Neighbours, that 
they care not how many Families are 
ſtarved to ſupport their own. 

But in Truth, even when this is not 
the Caſe, when thoſe who are guilty of 
Extravagance and Exceſs, of Profuſe- 
neſs and [ntemperance in Public Houſes, 
through the Encouragement of, or for 
want of a proper and decent Diſcou- 
ragement from thoſe that keep them 
when theſe, | fay, are Perſons whoſe 
Circumſtances will admit of ſuch Ex- 
penſes, without manifeſt or immediate 


© Ruin. to. their Families, yet, ſurely, it is

_ raged and ſupported, has been pleaſed 
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a moſt horrid Conſideration for any Man 
to think that he lives, thrives, and 
grows rich by the Vices and Iniquities 
of others; ſuch eſpecially as he might 
have prevented; and ſuch as, inſtead of 
this, he has in a great meaſure encou- 


with, and took Delight -in raifing him- 
ſelf upon the Spoils of others, and mak- 
ing his own temporal Advantage out of 
their eternal Deſtruction, 


Sect. VIII. Farther yet; when the 
Intereſt of a Public-Houſekeeper is no 
otherwiſe concerned than it 1s in every 
thing that is a Chriſtian's Duty, it 1s 
conſtantly incumbent on him to do what 
in him lies to prevent all manner of 
Vice and Wickedneſs: From a Senſe of 
his Duty in this Particular he will be 
perſuaded to . diſcourage all ſorts ot 
Gaming under his Roof, as being ſen- 
fible what dreadful Conſequences do ge- 
nerally attend it. Hence he will, by all 
decent and timely Interpolition, endea 
vour to prevent or put a Stop to thoſe 
Quarrels, Feuds and Contentions, whic 
are apt to ariſe in ſuch Houſes from th that 
Mixture of Companies, or from thQdoes j 
Condition they are in, Hence again hFis a V

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Sir Jobn Fielding, in his Extracts from 
the Penal Laws lately publiſhed in 8a, 
Chap. XIV. cites part of ſeveral Acts 
with ſevere Penalties againſt ſetting up 
Sales by way of Lottery, or by Lots, 
Tickets, Cards or Dice, and other par- 
ticular Games there mentioned, or keep- 
ing any Houſe, Room or Place for ſuch 
Purpoſe, or ſuffering ſuch Practices with- 
in the ſame; and adds the following Ob- 
ſervation: * As nothing but the Igno- 
france of the above Statutes, or the 
Neglect of their Execution, could 
have given rife to a dangerous Prac- 
* tice now in frequent uſe at Public 
« Houſes, namely, Raffling for Goods, 
& ſelling and expoſing to Sale Watches, 
«© Hats, Wigs, and other Apparel, by 
way of Chances, at Clubs commonly 
called Watch-Clubs, Hat-Clubs, Wig- 
« Clubs, Sc. which certainly come with- 
in the Meaning of the abovemention- 
« ed Acts; it is to be hoped therefore 
ce that the Severity of theſe Penalties will 
« timely awaken the Attention of ſuch 
« Publicans, and preſerve them and their 
« Families from the fatal Conſequences 
4 of ſuch Forfeitures.” Note, One of the 
| Penalties mentioned in the ſaid Acts is

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In Chap. XLI. he has the following 
Extract from 25 Geor. II. cap. 36. — 
Whereas the Multirudes of Places of En- 
tertainment for the lower fort of People 
is a great Cauſe of Theft and Robbe- 
ries, as they ate thereby tempted to ſpend 
their ſmall Subſtance in riotous Pleaſures, 
and in Conſequence are put on unlawful 
Methods of ſupplying their Wants and 
renewing their Pleaſures ; be it enacted, 
That any Houſe, Room, Garden, or 
other Place, kept for public Dancing, 
Muſic, or other public Entertainment of 
the like kind, in the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, or within twenty Miles 
thereof, without a Licenſe had for that 
Purpoſe from the Michaelmas Quarter- 
Seflions, under the Hands and Seals of 
four or more of the Juſtices there afſem- 
bled, ſhall be deemed a diſorderly Houſe 
or Place; and the Perſon or Perſons 
keeping the ſame ſhall forfeit 100. and 
be otherwiſe puniſhable as the Law di- 
tects in Caſes of diſorderly Houſes.
